W alter Victor Lay , all of St. Lou is. 
The segregation issu e has cau sed 
many p olitical bu ttles in this bor­ 
der state.

The St. Louis Mercantile L i­ 
brary Association, one of the most 
active organizations in the lyceum 
field, after trying in 1852 to pro­ 
cure prominent speakers for its 
lecture series, 
complained that 
outsiders had a badly 
mistaken 
idea about the condition of life 
and civilization in and around St.

Such lectures and discussions, 
sometimes costing no more than 
one dollar for a course of twenty 
lectures, with “ ladies 
admitted 
free,” proved highly popular, and 
led the president of one society to 
remark that “ the sceptre of learn­ 
ing was fast passing from 
the 
hands of the few into the posses­ 
sion of the many.” 
Occasionally this “ learning” was 
none too reliable, as when the St.

"Know Your Missouri Cities

CAMERON, Mo.— OP) — Pretty 
soon the residents of Cameron will 
be hearing sweet notes—and m ay­ 
be a few sour ones— from the hail 
w here the band is going into week­ 
ly rehearsals. 
The town band tuning up in th.- 
spring is not unusual in Missouri 
cities, but in Cameron the band is 
something special. It has a re p u ta ­ 
tion to uphold. 
Its history goes back more than 
60 years when David K. Harper 
cam e to town. H arper had been a 
clarinetist in the big name band if 
that day, Gilmore’s, which later 
became known as Sousa’s band. He 
liked Cameron, but it lacked one 
thing—a band. 
H arper set out to get one. Like 
a baseball scout he sought out the 
local talent. When that failed to 
meet his needs he went to Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, and Other state- 
seeking recruits. He talked m u s ic i­ 
ans into coming to Cameron by of - 
fering them places in the business 
of the town. 
Pretty soon H arper had 
mili­ 
tary band, a marchin ' organization 
that won a reputation fat beyond 
the borders of the state. In addi­ 
tion to appearances in Missoui i 
cities, 
it 
played 
for 
events 
in 
Washington, 
New 
Orleans 
and 
Denver. 
The imported musicians stayed 
and for many years the Cameron 
band had a reputation as one of 
the best in the state. 
Harper, himself, played with the 
band for 59 years. When not play­ 
ing the “gobstick” he could pick 
up a rifle and use it with equal 
skill. He had become a crack shot 
as an early day buffalo hunter. 
The modern day Cameron band 
is much in demand in Northwest 
M issouri. Its 35 members are u n­ 
der the direction of W. E. Tracy, 
a music teacher, who had been a 
bandm an for 25 years. In addition 
to the city band, there is a Junior 
band of 45 members. Roth are sup­ 
ported by city taxes and during 
the summer months Carneron has 
two concerts a week. 
Cameron, 60 miles northeast of 
Kansas City, is a city that owes its 
location to the first railroad in the 
state, The Hannibal & St. Joseph. 
It was in 1855 th a t a group head­ 
ed by Samuel McCorklc of DeKalb 
county and E. G. Samuels of Clay 
county, selected the site. They lai 1 
out the town site and then named 
it in honor of Col. Elisha Cameron, 
father of Mrs. McCorkle. 
The first building was a frame 
one moved from the old Mormon 
Cross Road a mile to the east. The 
second building was erected by a 
young physician. Dr. John F. King, 
who came from Tennessee. Dr. 
King stayed and for some 35 years 
served the city and community. 


In 1859, just 92 years ago this 
week, Cameron turned to celebrate 
the arrival oi the first train on the 
Hannibal & St. Joseph. 
Cameron, in the midst of fertile 
pr.iirie land, continued to grow 
The Civil War disturbed it little. 
The Jesse James gang even less. 
Jam es 
and 
his 
boys 
passed 
thiough oneo, while on the way t i 
rob a bank at Gallatin. Tney sto p ­ 
ped east of town and got Frank 
Wytkoff, then 12, to feed and w a­ 
ter their horses. 
The first public school opened in 
1872 with 300 students. Ten years 
later the city began to reach f< r 
culture. An institution of higher 
learning was sought. So nine men 
organized a four-vear college un- 
d< r the name of the Cameron Inst - 
tute. It grew and later w as turned 
over to the Missouri 
Methodist 
Conference and became Missouri 
Wesleyan College. The college clos­ 
ed during the depression in th> 
th rties. 
Today Cameron is a thriving city 
at the cross roads of IJ. S. High­ 
ways 36 and 59. It has a city m an­ 
ager form of government, ow ns its 
light and power plant and 20-bed 
hospital. 
Industrially it points to a bra. - 
sieie factory, where 60 employes 
turn out 500 dozen brassieres a 
week for a Kansas City firm. 
Cameron points with price to 
what it is doing for its youth. It is 
one of the few towns in the state 
that owns its Y.M.C.A. building. 
Resides the Junior band it has a 
recreational 
program 
for 
teen­ 
agers, sponsored by representatives 
of churches, lodges and clubs. 
In the early days the folks here 
advertised Cameron as “a homey 
town, with high ideals, where they 
grow no better folks.” 
Cameron folks think that slogan 
still holds today.

Unfortunate­ 
ly, it appears that this information 
cannot be conveyed to Congres­ 
sional Committee's-, even in closed 
executive sessions, without becom­ 
ing the headlines of the day. E v e ry 
bit of information of this type that 
is made public has the efiect of 
putting our m ilitary forces in the 
position of having to overcome an ­ 
other disadvantage.

Consumption of cotton during 
the Jan u ary period was 1,040,891 
bales compared w ith 729,738 a year 
ago and 784,057 for the Decem­ 
ber period. 
Consumption of lint for the six- 
month period ending Feb. 3 total­ 
ed 5,445,299 bales and of linters 
746,946 bales. This compared w ith 
4,333,046 and 822,452, respectively, 
in the corresponding period a year 
ago. 


In December, the Missouri D i­ 
vision of Em ploym ent Security re­ 
ports, the state employment serv­ 
ice offices in 34 locatities over the 
state made 8,785 non-agricultural 
placements and got jobs for 8,907 
in farm work or related agricultur­ 
al lines.

"Know Your Missouri Cities"

CAM ERON, Mo.— (JP) — P retty 
soon the residents of Cam eron will 
be hearing sweet notes— and m a y ­ 
be a few sour ones— from the hail 
w h ere the band is going into w eek ­ 
ly rehearsals. 
T h e town band tuning up in the 
spring is not unusual in Missouri 
cities, but in C am eron the band is 
som ething special. It has a r e p u ta ­ 
tion to uphold. 
Its history goes back m ore th an 
60 years w hen David K. H arp er 
cam e to town. H arp er had been a 
clarinetist in the big n am e band of 
th a t day, G ilm ore’s, w hich later 
becam e know n as Sousa’s band. He 
liked C am eron, but it lacked one 
thing— a band. 
H arp er set out to get one. Like 
a baseball scout he sought out the 
local talent. W hen that failed to 
m eet his needs he w ent to Illinois. 
Indiana, Ohio, and 
other state- 
seeking recruits. He talked m usici- 
ans into com ing to C am eron by o f ­ 
fering them places in the business 
of the town. 
P re tty so o n 'H a rp e r had a m ili­ 
tary band, a m arching organization 
th a t won a reputation fai beyond 
the borders of the state. In a d d i­ 
tion 
to ap pearances in Missoui i 
cities, 
it 
played 
for 
events 
in 
W ashington, 
New 
O rleans 
and 
Denver. 
T h e im ported m usicians stayed 
and for m any years the C am eron 
band had a reputation as one of 
the best in the state. 
H arper, himself, played w ith the 
band for 59 years. W hen not p lay ­ 
ing th e “gobstick” he could pick 
up a rifle and use it w ith equal 
skill. He had becom e a crack shot 
as an early day buffalo hunter. 
The m odern day C am eron band 
is m uch in dem and in N orthw est 
Missouri. Its 35 m em bers are u n ­ 
der the direction of W. E. Tracy, 
a music teacher, who had been a 
bandm an for 25 years. In addition 
to th e city band, there is a Ju n io r 
band of 45 m em bers. Both are su p ­ 
ported by city taxes and du rin g 
the su m m er m onths C am eron has 
two concerts a week. 
C am eron, 60 miles northeast of 
K ansas City, is a city that owes its 
location to the first railroad in the 
state, The H annibal & St. Joseph. 
It w as in 1855 th at a group h ea d ­ 
ed by S am uel M cCorkle of D eK alb 
county and E. G. Sam uels of Clay 
county, selected th e site. They lai 1 
out the tow n site and then naim ;1 
it in honor of Col. Elisha C am eron, 
father of Mrs. McCorkle. 
T h e firsi building w as a fram e 
one m oved from th e old M orm on 
Cross Road a mile to the east. The 
second building w as erected by a 
young physician, Dr. John F. King, 
w ho cam e from 
Tennessee. 
Dr. 
K ing stayed and for som e 35 years 
served the city and com m unity. 


In 1859, just 92 years ago this 
week, C am eron tu rn ed to celebrate 
th e arriv al ol the first train on the 
H annibal & St. Joseph. 
C am eron, in the m idst of fertile 
p rairie land, continued to grow 
The Civil W ar disturbed it little. 
T he Jesse Ja m e s gang even less.

and

T hey stop­ 
ped east of tow n and got Frank 
Wyckoff, then 12, to feed and w a­ 
ter their horses.

Air Filled Tractor Best 
Recent Tests Show 


A recent study conducted by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
showed that air-filled tractor tires 
operate more efficiently and eco­ 
nomically in sand and loam than 
tires filled either partially or fullv 
with water. 
Th i e identical tires were tested 
under 12 drawbar loads of loam 
and sand. All tires carried equal 
total weight, but the method of ap­ 
plying .‘. eight differed. 


One tire was filled to capacity 
with water, another was filled to 
the top of the rim with water and 
the third tire was fully inflated 
with air. Wheel weights were then 
used to equalize the total weight of 
each time. 
In sandy soil, there was little 
difference in the performance of 
the tires that were' filled partially 
and fully with water. However, 
both were conisderably less effec­ 
tive than the air-filled tire. In loam 
soil, the air-inflated tire proved to 
be similarly superior.
